HOME MISSIONS IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


Mr. Willis,—The work of Home Missions is, 
and of necessity must be, conducted very differ- 
ently in ditferent parts of our wide American 
field. In the new settlements of the West, where 
congregations are to be gathered, churches found- 
ed, and the institutions of religion planted, it is 
inpossible to apply the same principles in ascer- | 
taining and relieving the warts of the needy, 
which are easily applied to the circumstances of 
a feeble parish in Massachusetts. Those who have 
the direction of this important work here have 
for a long time acted upon the principles which 
now govern them, and which meet with unani- | 
mous approval as far as they have become known. 
But requests are sometimes made, and complaints 
heard, which indicate a misapprehension, to some 
extent, of those principles. In the late annual 
Report of the Massachusetts Missionary Society 
there is a statement of them, in substance as fol- 
lows, which you will confer a favor by spreading 
before the public in the columns of the Recorder.

THE BIBLE AMONG PRISONERS 


Abridged from a very recent letter written by M. De 
Pressence of Paris, France, 

The New Testament was introduced nearly 
two years ago into one of our large central Houses 
of Correction, by a friend who acted as almoner 
among the Protestant prisoners; and who also 
sought to convey the Holy Scriptures into the 
hands of other denominations. Ona recent occa- 
sion, 2 prisoner requested a private conversation 
with him; when, amidst many tears, he opened 
his whole heart to him—stating that the first chap- 
ter of the Epistle to the Romans had made him 
sensible of the fearful state in which he was by 
nature: and while expressing his gratitude for 
the precious boon of the word of God, his sighs 
and lamentation declared the deep sorrow which 
he felt at the recollection of his past misdeeds. 
He earnestly entreated the minister to pray to the 
Lord in his behalf, that he might be filled with 
genuine repentance, and be led in humble contri- 
tion to throw himself at the foot of the Cross of 
Christ in the hope of finding grace and mercy. 

| Waving thus unburdened his mind, he drew from 
underneath his coat a kind of knife, sharpened 
like a poniard, and addressed the Minister thus: 
“Take it, | beseech you—take away this deadly 
weapon: it is long that L have contrived to keep 
it concealed from every eye; and by means of it 
I hoped to wreak my vengeance, the first. fuvora- 
ble moment, on the governor of the prison, for 
whom I have nourished a diabolical hatred. God 
has arrested my arm; He has taken compassion 
upon me, in not permitting me to add this deed of 
ood to the rest of my crimes: and, instead of 
treating me as I deserve, He hns mercifully spok- 
ento my bad heart by His holy word.

It was with sentiments of real gratitude tliat we 
left this company of beloved Christians and return- 
ed to our hotel—of gratitude to God that we were 
permitted to meet with them and unite our prayers 
and praises with theirs. How sweet is the com- 
munion of saints! There is a glorious reality in 
this article of the Apostolic creed, which Chris- 
tians ought to know and feel. There is sublimity 
as well as feeling in the thought that all who be- 
lieve in Christ and work righteousness, no matter 
where they live, are one in him.

Directors of this Railroad have presented their 
1th annual report. The following is a brief ab- 


stract:—The new stock created by vote of the | 


stockholders has been taken up with the exception 
of a few shares. ‘I'wenty miles of the new track 
are now in use from Needham to Westborough. 


It is proposed to extend this track, this season, from | 


Needham to Newton Corner, and from Westbo- 
rough to Grafton. Tron will be imported for this 


work, and the whole will be ready to Jay down | 


next season. Measures will be taken to render 
the track permanent, by the introduction of a 
gravel foundation in many of the wet and clayey 
parts of the road, 
sleepers which were laid down on the first com- 
pletion of the road, are decayed and require re- 
moval, ‘To supply their place with new ones, 
funds have been reserved from year to year. The 
number of new sleepers required to be laid this 
year, will be about 26,000—being about the same 
number as were required last year.
